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2. SUMMARY : DURING THE VIENNA VISIT OF CODEL LEVIN ON 

FEBRUARY 9* SENATORS LEVIN AND SHELBY* ACCOMPANIED BY 
AMBASSADOR ZIMMERMANN* MET WITH SOVIET CSCE AMBASSADOR 
KASHLEV. LEVIN RAISED THE CASE OF RAOUL WALLENBERG* 
URGING MOSCOW TO TAKE A FRESH LOOK AT EVIDENCE WHICH 
CONTRADICTS OFFICIAL SOVIET STATEMENTS THAT HE DIED IN 
19H7. KASHLEV REVIEWED THE STANDARD SOVIET LIST OF 
PROBLEM AREAS IN THE VIENNA MEETING* INCLUDING REFERENCE 
TO CDE RESUMPTION AND DUAL CAPABLE SYSTEMS IN MILITARY 
SECURITY* TRADE BARRIERS (COCOM) IN BASKET II* AND THE 
NEED FOR THE WEST TO BE REALISTIC ON BASKET III DEHANDS. 
THE SENATORS STRESSED FREEDOM OF RELIGION AND THE NEED TO 
RESTRICT THE USE OF KNOWLEDGE OF STATE SECRETS AS A 
BARRIER TO EMIGRATION. KASHLEV SAID MOSCOW WAS IN THE 
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THE SECRECY BARRIER. HE ALSO SAID THE USSR COULD ACCEPT 
SPECIFIC DEADLINES FOR PROCESSING OF CERTAIN TRAVEL 
APPLICATIONS. END SUNNARY. 


3.' SENATOR LEVIN OPENED THE NEETING BY APPEALING TO THE 
SOVIETS TO TAKE A FRESH LOOK AT EVIDENCE THAT RAOUL 
WALLENBERG DID NOT DIE IN 1947 AS THE SOVIETS CLAIN. 
POINTING TO WALLENBERG'S IHPORTANT WORK AGAINST THE NAZIS 
IN WORLD WAR II# AND THE FACT THAT THE SWEDISH NATIONAL 
HAD BEEN HADE AN HONORARY AMERICAN CITIZEN# LEVIN 
STRESSED THAT IT WOULD BE VERY HELPFUL IF THE SOVIETS 
COULD FIND A MAY OF GETTING INFORMATION TO US ABOUT HIS 
CIRCUMSTANCES AFTER 1947. LEVIN POINTED TO REPORTS FROM 
AS LATE AS THE 1970' 8 THAT WALLENBERG HAD BEEN SEEN IN 
THE SOVIET UNION. KASHLEV SAID HE COULD ONLY REAFFIRM 
GROHYKO'S STATEMENT THAT WALLENBERG DIED IN 1947# BUT 
PROMISED TO REMIND MOSCOW OF CONTINUED U.8. INTEREST IN 
THE CASE. KASHLEV POINTEDLY REFERRED TO GROMYKO'S 
PERSONAL ROLE IN THIS ISSUE. 

H. IN RESPONSE TO LEVIN'S QUESTION ON KEY, PROBLEM AREAS 
IN THE VIEHHA MEETING# KASHLEV REVIEWED DIFFICULTIES IN 
ALL THREE BASKETS. ON MILITARY SECURITY# KASHLEV 
INSISTED ON THE NEED FOR AN EXPLICIT REFERENCE TO DUAL 
CAPABLE SYSTEM IN THE HAHDATE FOR CQHVEHT XOH AL STABILITY 
TALKS. DESPITE THIS PROBLEM# KASHLEV FELT CONFIDENT THAT 
AGREEMENT COULD BE REACHED ON THE MANDATE WITHIN A FEW 
MONTHS. KASHLEV ALSO QUESTIONED HESTERN RELUCTANCE TO 
AGREE TO THE RESUMPTION OF COE AND TO REAFFIRM THE 
CONTINUING VALIDITY OF THE MADRID MANDATE. 

9. ON BASKET IX# KASHLEV SAID PROVISIONS ON ABOLISHING 
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ARTIFICIAL TRADE BARRIERS IN SWISS COORDINATOR CLAVEL'S 
PAPER WERE VERY WEAK. POINTING TO THE PENTAGON'S HAVING 
A SEAT IN BASKET XI (REFERENCE TO OCCASIONAL OSD VISITOR 
HARLAN STRAUSS)# HE COMPLAINED THAT THE U.S. POSITION WAS 
PARTICULARLY UNHELPFUL ON THIS ISSUE. COCOA RESTRICTIONS 
CONTRADICTED EFFORTS IN CSCE TO EXPAND COOPERATION IN 
TRADE AMD SCIENCE AND TECHNOLOGY) THE STRICTER RULES 
ADOPTED AT THE LAST COCOM MEETING WERE A STEP BACKWARDS. 
SEN. SHELBY DEFENDED U.S. REFUSAL TO EXPORT TECHNOLOGY _

6. ON BASKET III* KASHLEV ARGUED THAT THE VIENNA MEETING 
HAD ALREADY GONE SEVERAL ST»:P8 BEYOND RESULTS ACHIEVED IN 
MADRID. HE SAID THE SOVIET UNION COULD AGREE TO SPECIFIC 
DEADLINES FOR REVIEW OF CERTAIN TRAVEL APPLICATIONS* 

E.G.* THREE DAYS FOR REGUESTS TO ATTEND FUNERALS OF 
RELATIVES ABROAD. CNOTEi SUCH PROVISIONS HAVE NOT YET 
BEEN AGREED IN BASKET III* HOHEVER.) THE USSR COULD ALSO 
ACCEPT 80NE ELEMENTS OF THE WEST'S PROPOSED NECHANX8M ON 
THE HUNAN OIHENSION* INCLUDING GOVERNNENT MEETINGS AND 
EXCHANGES OF INPORHATION. 

7. SOVIET LEGISLATION INPOSED CERTAIN LINZTS ON WHAT 
KASHLEV COULD ACCEPT IN VIENNA* HOWEVER. WITH REGARD TO

POSSESSION OF STATE SECRETS. MINISTRIES HERE NOH IN THE 
PROCESS OF ANALYSING THE POSSIBILITY OF IMPOSING SUCH A 
UNIFORM STANDARD. AT PRESENT EACH MINISTRY HAS FREE TO 
SET ITS OHN REGULATIONS. KASHLEV CAUTIONED AGAINST 
EXTERNAL PRESSURES TO SPEED UP THE PACE OF REFORMS IN THE 
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SOVIET UNION. XT HAS TOO SERIOUS A PROCESS AND ONE HAD_

flO. SEN. LEVIN ALSO STRESSED THE IMPORTANCE OF RELIGIOUS 
/FREEDOMS* URGING IN PARTICULAR THAT THE SOVIETS LIFT 
1 RESTRICTIONS ON THE TEACHING OF HESREH. LEVIN POINTED 
OUT THAT MANY JENS DID NOT WANT TO EMIGRATE AND ARGUED 
THAT RESTRICTING THE PRACTICE OF RELIGION ONLY HURT THE 
SOVIET UNION. SEN. SHCLIY POINTED OUT THAT THE NAJORITY 
OF SOVIET SCIENTISTS HERE OF JEWISH BACKGROUND; RELIGIOUS 
PERSECUTION ONLY PROMOTED DESIRES TO EMIGRATE AND THUS 
FUELED THE "BRAIN DRAIN”. SONE DEMOCRATIZATION IN THIS 
AREA COULD ONLY HELP THE SOVIET UNION. KASHLEV SAID HE 
COULD PERSONALLY AGREE WITH SUCH STATENENTS* BUT AGAIN 
POINTED OUT THAT REFORHS TOOK TIME* PARTICULARY IN THE 
} FIELD OF LEGISLATION. 
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
